SUBSCRIPTIONS 
INCREASED. 


In response to Chairman W. C. Ward- 
law’s appeal for redoubled efforts ad- 
dressed to all county chairmen Fri- 
day, telegrams by the hundred poured 
into headquarters throughout the day, 
Saturday, announcing additional  sub- 
scriptions, many districts doubling and 
trebling their initial quotas. Probably 
throughout the district 90 per cent of 
the counties will meet or exceed their 
quotas. In Georgia, it is believed that 
every county will meet the 100 per cent 
mark. At a late hour Saturday night 
a small handful of counties in the state 
had not reported ‘over the top,” but 
Chairman Wardlaw was busily engaged 
in “gingering up” the county chairmen 
via long distance telephone, and in 
practically every instance there came 
an assurance that the quota would be 
met before the close of the campaign. 

At a special meeting on Friday night 
representative citizens of Atlanta sub- 
scribed approximately one and one- 
half million dollars, which not only 
met her quota of $14,190,800, but left a 
balance of nearly one million dollars. 
And efforts were continued through- 
out the day Saturday. At noon A. P. 
Coles, president of the Atlanta Clear- 
ing House association, announced that 
the subscriptions, up to that hour, on 
which initial payment had been made 
to the federal reserve bank totaled 
$15,941,250. And by Saturday night, 
according to a statement made by 
City Chairman Forrest Adair the total 
had reached the $16,000,000 mark, which 
gives Atlanta abalance over her quota 
of very nearly $2,000,000.

American Troops 


By Marshal Haig 


London, October 158.—A resume by 
Field Marshal Haig, of the operations 
of the American troops fighting on the 
British front, given 
says: 

‘In the course of the past .three 
weeks the 27th and 30th divisions of 
the Second American corps, operating 
with the Fourth British army have 
taken part with great gallantry and 
success in three major offensive oper- 
ations, besides being engaged in a num- 
ber of lesser attacks. In the course of 
this fighting they displayed soldierly 
qualities of a high order and have ma- 
terially assisted in the success of our 
attacks. 

“Having fought with the utmost dash 
and bravery in the great attack of Sepn- 
tember 29, in which the Hindenburg 
line was broken, and having on this 
occasion captured the villages of Belli- 
court and Nawuroy with a large num- 
ber of prisoggrs on October 8 the troops 
of the Sec@jd American army corps 
again attacked in the neighborhood of 
Mont-Brehain. 

“In three days of successful figut- 
ing they completed an advance of ten 
miles from Montbrehain to St. Souplet, 
overcoming determined resistance and 
capturing several strongly fortified 
villages and woods. Throughout the 
past three days the two American di- 
visions have again attacked daily and 
on each occasion with complete success, 
though the enemy’s resistance was 
most obstinate. 

“Fighting their way forward from St. 
Souplet to the high ground weat of the 
Sambre canal they have broken tne 
enemy’s resistance at all points, beat- 
ing off many counter-attacks and real- 
izing an advance of nearly five miles. 
Over 5,000 prisoners and many guns 
have been taken by the two American 
divisions in these several operations.”

BEATEN GERMANS 
YIELDING GROUND 
TO ALLIED TROOPS 


With the Allied Armies in France 
and Belgium, October 19.—(By A. P.) 
The bewildered and shattered German 
hordes all day long have continued to 
give ground under the sustained pres- 
sure by the British, French, Belgian 
and American troops. 

Indications received at headquarters 


believes that it is being withdrawn 
entirely from France and Belgium. 

In the center of the front today the 
Germans were Tetreating so fast the 
contact, if secured at all, was only 
between advanced patrols and small 


groups of the enemy. On the flanks, 
however, there has been hard fight- 
ing. 

In Belgium the allies have been en- 
gaged in severe encounters. Neverthe- 
less, they have gained additional miles 
of ground. 

In the area north and south of Le 
Cateau furious fighting is reported, 
and the Americans have again dis- 
tinguished themselves. By dark last 
night they had penetrated a depth of 
two miles; today they made -further 
progress against strong opposition. 
The Germans here had orders to hold 
the line at all costs and the Americans 
and British had literally to pack their 
way through.

GERMANY HAS LOST, 
LUDENDORFF SAYS. 


London, October 19.—(British Wire- 
less Service.) —Interesting particulars 
now are available concerning the re- 
cent happenings in Germany leading up 
to the sending of the German reply to 
President Wilson's questions. Accord- 
ing to The Essen Zeitung, the decision 
to reply affirmatively was taken at a 
dramatic meeting of the crown council 
in Berlin, where General Ludendorff 
made a gloomy report on the military 
situation. 

In the presence of Emperor William 
and all the federated princes, the gen- 
eral, according to this newspaper, de- 
clared the situation was such that 
Germany might be invaded within a few 
weeks. In view of his great promises 
of last spring, he was made the sub- 
ject of bitter reproaches. 

Prince Maximilian of Baden, the im- 
perial chancellor, said the war must 
be stopped at once. King Ludwig, of 
Bavaria, sharply criticised Ludendorff, 
while King William of Wuerttem- 
burg, declared a heavy responsibility 
rested upon the emperor. The grand 
duke of Hesse complained of military 
interference in political matters. The 
chancellor finally cut the recrimina- 
tions short, the newspaper adds, by 
proposing submission to President 
Wilson’s terms. 

Indications that General Ludendorff | 
probably was correctly represented in 
his attitude by the Essen newspaper 
is contained in a message from. the 
Berlin correspondent of the Danish 
newspaper Berlingkse Tidende, who 
reports that at the end of September 
Ludendorff declared he had lost the 
game and could hold the west front 
only for a fortnight. At the same time 
Bulgaria gave in and, concurrently with 
Ludendorff’s declaration of his defeat, 
there came an ultimatum from Austria- 
Hungary stating that Germany should 
request peace.

“We have lost the war and we ought 
at least to try to save peace. Those 
men who heretofore have championed 
the policy of strengthening the alli- 
ance with Germany must go. This pol- 
icy is in contradiction of the idea of 
a league of nations. There will be no 
more such separate alliances.” 

Count Tisza, the former Hungarian 
premier, speaking in the Hungarian 
lower house, according to a Budapest 
dispatch, said:

Somewhere in the Bible there is a 
Statement to the effect that “By their 
works ye shaljl know them!” And that 
sentence is certainly applicable to the 
people who labored so valiantly to put 
Atlanta over the top in the fourth Lib- 
erty Loan drive. 

Every one connected with the Atlan- 
ta campaign, from Forrest Adair, city 
chairman, right down the line to.the 
smallest, red-headed, freckled office 
boy, certainly did get intimately ac- 
quainted with ‘“‘work” durimg the drive, 
and, for that matter, for a fortnight 
before it actually began. 

Yes, “By their works ye shall know 
them!" And now Atlanta knows the 
men and women who forced the city 
“over the top’ despite an overwhelm- 
ingly heavy quota, and a host of ob- 
stacles that would have discouraged 
many an organization. 


Pessimists Routed. 


There was a deal of pessimistic talk 
when it was announced that Atlanta’s 
quota in the fourth loan campaign 
would be $14,190,800. ‘It’s much too 
high!” was the general consensus of 
opinion. 

“What of it!’ challenged Mr. Adair. 
“That’s the penal Atlanta pays for 
always doing a lfttle more than her 
share! We'll put it over! That four- 
teen million dollars is going to be 
raised!” 

And it was raised, with an extra 
million and more, for good measure. 

And in placing the laurel wreaths 
fon the unprecedented achievement 
first of all, to be sure, comes the city 
chairman.

As he himself 
expressed it, “I lived, breathed, ate and 
dreamed Libertv Loan from the first 
day to the last.’’ 


Credit to Aides. 


Associated with Mr. Adair were his 
two field marshals, Harry P. Hermance 
and E. A. Kalkhurst, who labored as 
loyally and indefatigably as did their 
chief. For not one moment did they 
hesitate despite trials and tribulations 
without end.

In August of this year Mr. Hall wrote 

letter to State Geologist McCallie 
giving data in presentable form for 
the state geological board, whose place 
it is to pass upon recommendations to 
the legislature for any appropriations 
of this kind.

‘Refusing to Fight, 


Twelve Gordonites 


PlacedBehindBars 


Twelve men at Camp Gordon swore 
they wouldn’t fight the kaiser because 
they are conscientious objectors. 

And they won't fight him or any one 
else. 

They left the camp Saturday under 
Guard bound for the United States 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 
where they will serve sentencts rang- 
ing from two to twenty years. 

In the, beginning there was 17 ob- 
jectors in this particular bunch that 
recently faced a military court-mar- 
tial to be tried for their views. 

Five -Are Converted. 

Five of this number saw the light 

of.patriotism and sacrifice which lights 


the American cause in the present war, 
and they are now ready to do their 
share of “making the world safe for 
democracy.” 

The names of only two of the con- 
verted objectors are obtainable. They 
are Privates Raymond C. Degan, G. M. 
corps detachment, and Archie Holland, 
a replacement soldier. 

Here are official statements from 
each of the two showing their present 
attitude. Degan states that he is will- 
ing to undertake the most hazardous 
work for Uncle Sam, and Holland is 
ready to do anything short of actu- 
ally killing a Hun. 


Wants Hazardous Service. 

“I, Private Raymond C. Degan, Q. M. 
Corps Det., Camp Gordon, Georgia, do 
hereby withdraw the claim as being a 
‘conscientious objector.’ While my per- 
sonal and conscientious scruples were 
in good faith entertained at the time 
I made claim as being an objector, I 
now have overcome those principles 
which I possessed and am now reagy to 
@ive my all or make any sacrifice and 
at any hazard for my country. Being 
absolutely physically unfit for service 
in the infantry or artillery, I hereby 
express my willingness to accept the 
most hazardous outpost scout duty 
General Pershing can give me at the 
front line in France. To this I hereby 
volunteer. Please my 
above statement.” 

“Archie Holland, sent by local board 
No. 4, Mahony county, Ohio, who has 
been in camp about four and one-half 
months, says: ‘When I arrived at camp 
I was opposed to performing any kind 
of war werk either combatant of non- 
combatant. I saw the picture film, 
“Hearts of the World,” at the Liberty 
theater at the time the production was 
staged for all conscientious objectors, 
and that as a result of the picture I 
am now willing to engage in any non- 
combatant service in any part of the 
world and moreover am willing to en- 


acknowledge 


gage in asy branch of war work, irre- 


spective of the danger involved, that 
does not require the killing of a human 


being.’ ”’ 


While there two men, together with 
three others, who saw “Hearts of the 
World,” at the Liberty, 
active opponents of the Huns, were ex- 
periencing joy and comfort in their 
new-found purpose and determination, 
a file of 12 men with heads hung and 
eyes averted. passea out of Camp Gor- 
don to the train that was to bear them 
to Leavenworth. 

These Won’t Fight. 

These men held to their purpose of 
refusing to comply with orders and 
to take no part in beating the Hun. 
They are as follows: 

Ernest G. Kerby, late of Company 
L, Third Replacement regiment, con- 
victed of being absent without leave 
from his organization just before it 
went overseas, and sentenced to two 
years in Leavenworth. 

Lawrence B. DeWees, late of Com- 
pany M, Third Replacement regiment, 
who was convicted of refusing to ex- 
ecute a lawful command given by a 
superior officer, and sentenced to 10 
years’ imprisonment. 

Morris Falk, late of Company F, 
Fifth Replacement regiment, convicted 
of refusing to sign his identification 
record card, and sentenced to 10 years’ 
imprisonment. 


Absent Without Leave. 


James R. Evans, late of Company L, 
Third Replacement regiment, convicted 
of being abscet without leave when 
his unit went overseas, sentenced to 
five years in prison. 

Wasily Sholos, late of Company BE, 
First Replacement regiment, convict- 
ed-of refusing to sign his allotment 
blank, sentenced to three years im- 
prisonment.

Georgian Fighting 
n Palestine Tells 


Of Great Victories: 


Georgians are fighting on 
front, as will be seen from the follow- 
ing letter received by George Kynne, 
of Buchanan, Ga., from his son, Cor- 
poral W. H. Kynne, who is fighting 
with the No. 1 squadron, Australian 
flying corps, in Palestine. This is 
probably the first letter received in 
Georgia from this theater of the war, 
and is most interesting, for Corporal 


Kynne tells of making a tour of Jeru-| 


salem and viewing the spots made holy 
by the footsteps of Christ. | 
In~tTeading Corporal Kynne’s letter, 
one realizes more dnd more the won- 
derful and courageous viewpoint of a 
soldier toward life and death. They 
seem to become fatalists, and go into 
battle absolutely assured that their 


lives are in a higher power than hu- 
man, and if. they are called upon to 
make the supreme sacrifice, they make 
it willingly. 


Corporal Kynne writes from Pales- 
tine on July 1, following General Al- 
lenby’s great victory. He compares 
the modest entrance through the 
“Friendly Gate” of this great English 
general into the Holy City with -the 
entrance of the boasting kaiser through 
a self-ordered gate several years ago. 

After personal greetings to his 
father, Corporal Kynne,. who signs 
himself “Bill,” writes as follows: 

“The risk is pretty great learning 
to fly. But, looking things squarely 
in the face, no man can save his life. I 
firmly believe that every fellow’s end 
is marked out for him. Another reason, 
why do people place so much value on 
their lives? One must die somewhere, 
and a lot of us chaps in this corps 
think that no better place could be 
found than an aeroplane for one to die 
fighting a Hun machine. 


Tours Holy City. * 
“To save ourselves from getting the 
blues, we have got tegether a concert 
party which is now of note, believe 


me. 

“The Holy City, as you know, is in- 
closed by a stone wall. To enter the 
city, one must do so by one of the 
several gates. Our party, accompanied 
by a girl whom the Y. M. C. A. had 
kindly arranged for us, entered by the 
Gates of Jaffa.

MARKET BUREAU 
STATE OF GEORGIA 


it is quite probable that many fairs which 
were scheduled to have been held this fall 
will be called off on account of Spanish 
influenza. This will naturally upset the 
plans of many of Georgia’s live stock breed- 
ers who have gone to great expense in pre- 
partes blooded stock to be shown at these 
aira, 

In order to overcome, in part at least, a 
condition which may seriously interfere with 
the fall sales of pedigreed stock, to the 
injury of both the breeder and buyer, the 
state bureau of markets suggests that ail 
breeders who have stock they desire to of- 
fer, and al! farmers who contemplate buy- 
ing breeding stock, list what they have for 
sale or what they wish to buy, with the 
market bureau. This will enable all par- 
ties to get together, as the state bureau of 
markets will be in position to act as a clear- 
ing house in this emergency. 


It is conditions, and not the value of the 
product itself, that is just now affecting 
the market for peanuts; and the state bureau 
of markets urges Georgia producers not to 
rush their crop to market to the sacrifice 
of price. Because they are just now over- 
crowded with cotton seed, many of the oil 


mills are independent as to peanuts, and are | 


offering prices which the bureau believes 
very much below their value. 

Attention is called to the fact that pea- 
nuts are just as acceptable to the federal 
reserve bank as collateral as is cotton. It 
is not even necessary that they should be 
stored in a bonded warehouse, as advances 
may be obtained upon them on the receipt 
from any reputable warehouse. 


As the result of information reaching the 
state department of agriculture regarding 
the very extensive demand for cotton seed 
meal, Commissioner J. J. Brown suggests 
that farmers, in 
not lose sight of the importance of con- 
tracting for their supplies of meal, needed 
for stock food or other purposes. Cotton 
seed meal is not only one of the cheapest of 
stook foods at the present prices, but is 
also one of the cheapest ammoniate fertiliz- 


‘ers. It may be of value for Georgia farmers 


to bear these facts in mind when planning | Us.

The need of physical recreation and 
athletics has been clearly proved by 
this war. One of the first to recog- 
nize it was General Pershing. Now all 
the allied commanders recognize it. 
Governments have seen its value. And 
the men are loud in their praise of it. 
A good athlete makes a good soldier 
and a good soldier is always a good 
athlete. 

IT have talked with physical direc- 
tors of the Y. M. C. the Knights 
of Columbus and other organizations 
banded together in this war. It is 
a great pleasure to hear them enthuse 
over the feats of their charges. and 
how willing the boys are to work.

TRACTOR 1S FAST 
TARING THE PLACE 
OF LOWLY HORSE 


Time was when the lowly horse, un- 
ceremoniously crowded off the thor- 
oughfares of the nation by increasing 
numbers of motor trucks and passen- 
ger cars, “felt his oats’ when hitched 
to a plow or dragging a load over soft 
earth. There he was supreme, or least 
so he supposed. But the faithful beast 
of burden soon discovered that even 
this sphere was rapidly narrowed. The 
advent of the tractor is bringing his 
days of usefulness nearer the end. 

The tractor has easily demonstrated 
its ability, time and again, to take the 
Place of the horse in plowing or cul- 
tivating in orchard and grove, but 
when it came to hauling the product 
to market it is right there that the 
average tractor fell down. 

Trucks have long been employed by 
the farmers and growers for both long 
and short-haul work—and have been 
found indispensable. But when the 
use of the motor truck in the orchard 
was tried out the difficulty of operat- 
ing the machine in the soft earth soon 
presented itself. 

With farmers about decided to oted 
up attempting the use of trucks in the 
orchards and groves, word comes from 
California of an unexpected and entire- | 
ly satisfactory assistant in the harvest- 
ing of future crops. This new device, 
used in connection with a 2-ton Repub- 
lic internal gear drive truck, makes 
the work of gasoline-driven vehicles 
in the soft ground of the orchard pos- 
sible. It is a steel flange which fas- 
tens to the felloes, or outer side, of the 
wheels of the truck, enabling it to 
move over the soft ground just as read- 
ily as it does the smooth, level road. 
Moreover, the device does not interfere 
in the least with the operation of the 
vehicle on the hard-surfaced roads—the 
truck riding solely on its own rubber 
tires. 

When run from the hard street to 
the orchard the tires press into the 
soft earth, until the flanges engage, 
when the machine runs along, on ac- 
count of its greater bearing surface, 
just as does a. wide-wheeled_ tractor. 
Provision also has been made for add- 
ed traction, which the truck naturally 
needs when working upon the soft 
ground. This is obtained by a series 
of cleats which have been fastened 


' diagonally to the steel flanges on the 
two rear wheels. 

| In giving this new flange-wheel at- 
‘tachment a thorough tryout, a 2-ton 
Republic truck, with trailer attached, 
plowed its way over the soft ground of 
the orange grove to the loading point. 
Here 145 boxes of oranges were piled 
aboard the truck and trailer, and at 60 
pounds to the box it will be seen that 
the gross weight of the load was about 
8,700 pounds, to which was added the 
weight of three workmen. Loaded in 
this manner the Republic and its trail- 
er wound their way around the treé6s, 
turning corners as sharp as is possible 
with a team of horses and without in- 
, Juring the trees in the least. The fruit 
was conveyed from the grove, past the 
farmhouse and up the lane to the as- 
phalt road, thence along a. boulevard 
directly to the packing house—and 
without a stop.

recent enlistment in the great 
army of motor trucks that is working 
to save freight cars for Uncle Sam is 
a@ six-ton Packard operated in inter- 
city refrigerator service by the Sulli- 
van Packing Company of Detroit. I? is 
the first truck in the country to be 
used for this work. 

When the Sullivan company depend- 
ed on railroad delivery, two and one- 
half days were required to make a car- 
load shipment from the Detroit plant 
to the branch im Toledo. This loss in 
time involved shrinkage in meats, a 
further loss in foodstuffs and money. 
The truck with a heavily-loaded trail- 
er in tow, completes the trip in six 
hours, moving 18,000 pounds of meat 
to the load. 

The body of the truck is designed 
and built much like the standard re- 
frigerator freight car. The walis and 
heavy side doors are made of alum- 
inum, cork and wood, an excellent 
non-conducting combination. Top fill- 
ing tanks for ice and brine are load- 
ed from the outside. 

That the service may be on a pay- 
ing basis and further release freight 
ears for long hauls, the big truck car- 
ries general express on its return trip 
to Detroit. 

The owners find this new method 
of refrigerator shipment so satisfac- 
tory that they plan to extend the serv- 
ice to their branches in Flint, Lansing, 
Pontiac and other cities within a 100- 
mile radius of Detroit.

Today there is little likelihood of 
a leak in the system developing, and 
when it does it usually is at the rub- 
ber hose or around the pump shaft! 

To prevent leakage around the pump 
shaft, the pump is furnished with 
Packing nutts, as shown in Figure 2.

Will Be Installed 
In City This Week 


High cost of living, war-times and 
“general efficiency,” will introduce to 
Atlanta this week the “prepay” tele- 
phone, which, so the telephone officiais 
state, is the greatest time and service 
conserver that has made its debut in 
Atlanta in a long time. This also 
sound the death-knell of the free pub- 
lic phone. 

Several hundred o¥ these prepay sta- 
tions will be installed in public stores 
and other public places in the next 
few weeks. This will relieve the busi- 
ness houses of the city of the burden 
of furnishing free telephone service to 
the public. 

The new type of telephone is sim- 
ilar to the pay stations used in New 
York and other eastern cities, and 
officials claim that operators are able 
to handle calls under this system in 
one-half the time required on the pres- 
ent public phones. If the number is 
busy or does not answer the coin ia 
automatically returned by the operator. 


Private Phones Barred. 


With the installation of the new 
telephones the private telephones in 
business places will no longer be ac- 
cessible to the public and the regula- 
tions governing the indiscriminate use 
of the telephones of merchants and 
others by the public will become ef- 
fective. : 

The inauguration of this plan in At- 
lante is due to the fact that the priv- 
ilege of the unlimited use of their tele- 
phones accorded to the public by mer- 
chants in the past grew to such pro- 
portions as to become a serious item 
of expense to them and a troublesome 
traffic problem to the telephone com- 
pany. ~*~ 

The service difficulties grew so seri- 
ous on account of the shortage of ma- 
terial and labor due to war activities 
that the telephone company presented 
the matter to the raflroad commission 
in an effort to eliminate the thou- 
sands of frivolous and unnecessary 
calls made by the public over the tele- 
phones of business houses. 

It was pointed out that in many 
instances merchants lost business be- 
cause non-subscribers were using their 
telephones and customers could not 
reach them. In some semi-public

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WOUNDED “YANKS” 
JUST FROM FRANCE 
“HATED TO LEAVE” 


Sixteen more battle-scarred Yanks 
from the fields of France reached the 
base hospital at Fort McPherson Sat- 
urday night. They say that they 
“Helped serve the German with hot 
lead and powder just before he broke 
up his little tea party on French soil 
and decided it was time for him to go 


home.”’ 
“Oh, but he was running some when 


we left,” said 18-year-old R. L. Potter, 
who was gassed on the Loraine front, 
“and it was awful to have to leave just 


when the fun had begun, but my bud- 
dies will finish the chase. We have 
got the grandest army on the _Blobe 
and you ought to hear the French 
praise us. f the American army ever 
gives back one inch to the enemy I'll 
tear this suit of khaki off. But they 
will never, never do it.” 

Sergeant Whittle, revolver expert and 
wearer of a French medal, who has 
heen in the service for thirty years and 
served in the Spanish-American war, 
gave the following account of Ameri- 
can bravery at Cantigny, where the 
first American offensive was launched: 

“When we arrived at the front we 
found facing the French lines a great 
row- of German observation towers. 
From these towers every movement of 
the allies could be seen, and every time 
their forces started to advance the Ger- 
man barrage would stop them. 

“Colonel Ely, who was in charge ol 
the American forces, advised the French 
commander he was going to move for- 
ward and capture those observation 
towers. The French general declared 
it could not be done on account of the 
great nest of machine guns which 
would have to be encountered. 

“Well. the French let us have our 
way, and we started for those observa- 
tion towers and we got the min two 
hours. The ‘squareheads,’ however, 
kicked up an awful row and we battled 
for three days to hold our first gain, 
but of course we held it, for the Amer- 
icans have never given one-sixteenth 
of an inch.”

| LIEUT. WALLACE, JR. 


CAPTURED BY HUNS 
ON SCOUTING TRIP 


Lieutenant Robert Owen Wallace, 
Jr.. well-known Atlanta boy, who was 
reported some time ago by the war 
department as missing in action since 
August 29, is now in the hands of the 
Germans; according to a letter received 
by his parents recently. The letter 
was written by John Paul Tyler, senior 
chaplain of the 82d diviison, who stated 
that Lieutenant Wallace went out on 
a scouting party and never came back. 
According to the letter, information 
was received by Red Cross workers 
from a German prisoner that the en- 
tire party was captured. 

The letter follows: 


Headquarters 82d Division, 

American E. F.. France, Sept. 20, 1918. 

My Dear Mr. and Mrs. Wallace During 
these last days my heart and my thoughts 
have gone out to you very often because of 
the sorrow through which you are passing 
in the knowledge that Robert has been 
missing since August 29 Il postponed writ- 
ing to you in the hope that we would have 
some definite word of him to tell you. More 
than that, we did not know. On the night 
of August 28 he and Lieutenant Williama, 
with two non-commissioned officers, went 
out on a scouting patro! and did not come 
back. Immediately I went to the Red Cross 
society and asked that search be made for 
them through the Swiss board of inquiry. 
AS vet no word has been received. but there 
is another source of evidence which wil] 
give you great comfort The Red Cross 
searcher told me that a German prisoner 
said that both the lieutenants captured on 
the night of their cisappearance were in 


the hands of the Germans and that they 
were being well cared for. 

Be assured no effort shall be spared to 
secure information concerning them. 

In the whole we ae there is not a 
single officer who ha done better work 
since we have been over here than Robert 
His quietness of bearing, his bravery under 
difficult circumstances, and always his pur- 
ity and loftiness of character won for him 
the admiration and affection of al! of his 
companions His bedding: rol! and per 
sonal effects were turned over by Lieuten 
ant Guehring to the effect depot of the 
A. E. F. and will be forwarded to you. 

If in any detail I can be of the least 
service to you for his sake please call on 
me and give me the pleasure 

My love to the parents and 
brother of a splendid. brave and 
dier whom I love.

Simonds Says Kaiser’s Ar- 
mies Are Approaching the’ 
Last Ditch Where They 
Must Hold if They Are to 
Prevent Invasion of Ger- 
many. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

New York, October 19.—(Special.)— 
The evacuation of the Belgian coast is 
obviously the first installment of a 
wide swinging German retreat which 
cannot now be more than temporarily 
interrupted until the defeated armies 
stand on the line of the Meuse river, 
from the Dutch frontier southward. 
This line passes through Liege, Huy, 
Namur, Dinant, Givei, Mezieres and 
Sedan, and then bends eastward from 
the Meuse through the little fortress 
town of Montmedy to the great Ger- 
man barrier of Thionville-Metz, inside 
the German frontier. 

Before they reach this line the Ger- 
mans will be able to make brief halts 
upon several other lines. They can, for 
example, stand fora little longer on the 
line of the Schedit from Valenciennes 
to Ghent, but the upward thrust of the 
British from Le Cateau, where they aré 
already east of the Scheldt, would 
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make any longer stay dangerous, as it 
would threaten the flank and rear of 
all the German forces#to the ndrth, 
menacing their rearward commuwnica- 
tions with Brussels and Germany. 


More Elaborate Line. 


A more elaborate defense line has 
been prepared to the eastward, resting 
on the north on the east bank of the 
Scheldt and the east Ruppel, curving 
around Brussels, which it does notcov- 
er, and jeg gouthward to the for- 
tress of Namur, following the east bank 
of the Doyle for a considerable dis- 
tance. South of Namur it follows the 
line of the Meuse and of Metz. This is 
a very strong system, which has been 
elaborately fortified, but its weakness 
lies in the fact that a successful pene- 
tration north of Namur would expose 
the Germans still further to the north, 
between Louvain and Antwerp, to 6n- 
velopment and capture, since it would 
out their lines of communication and 
retreat. 

[It is only at the Meuse that the Ger- 
mans will have a defensive line of 
really great natural strength, for the 
Meuse is a considerable stream below 
Namur. They would have the forts 
of Liege and Namur, which have been 
reconstructed as supporting works, and 
good and easy rearward communica- 
tions with Germany. If the Germans 
gre to make any successful stand west 
of the Rhine, they must make it on 
the Meuse, and they have long recog- 
nized this fact, since they have Insist. 
ed in days of prosperity that the new 
frontier of Germany should begin at 
the Meuse river. 

Despite their very heavy defeats the 
Germans have up to the present mo- 
ment preserved their armies intact, al- 
though the latest collapse between the 
Scheldt and the sea may turn out to Dé 
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to the ultimate line of defense. Short. 
of a disaster, always possible, when’ 
troops have been pounded for so long 
a time as the German armies hav?! 
been, we may expect to see a fairly , 
rapid evacuation of most of Belgium | 
in the next fortnight, including Ant- ! 
werp and Brussels. | 


Behind the Meuse. 


Concentrated behind the Meuse, 
they can get there safely, the Ger-|§ 
mans will have shortened their front’ 
by upwards of 4 hundred miles as: 
compared with thé front of last July. | 
Even more important for them will be 
the fact that they will have between | 
them and the terrible tank a water 
barrier, which will for a time, at least, | 
hold up the operation of what has be- 
come the most dangerous weapon of 
their foes. All things considered, the. 
Germans seem to have about an even 
chance of getting behind the Meuse in 
safety, provided their home front does 
not crumble before their battle line 
collapses. 

But the line of the Meuse can only. 
be a way station on the road to the. 
Rhine, because, once the Germans have 
retired to it, nothing is more certain 
than that Foch wil] renew his attack, ' 
not in Belgium, but in Alsace-Lorraine, 
where there is no water barrier andthe 
opportunity for a successful invasion, , 
through the Belfort gap and between 
Metz and Strassburg, is unmistakable. 
A stand at the Meuse will be no more 
than an effort to check pusuit, while 
the diplomatic end of the German ma- 
chine can make terms which will save 
the military branch from complete de- 
Struction., 

_ While thé German armies north of 
Valenciennes are swinging back it is 
a matter of life and death for the bal- 
ance of the enemy forces between Val- 
énciennes and Dun, and particularly 
between the Argonne and the Meuse, 
where our two American armies are| 
fighting northward to hold back the 
flood, which, if it should break 
through, would swirl behind the re- | 
treating northern armies, envelope 
them against the Dutch frontier and | 
repeat on an enormous scale the French 
disaster of Sedan. ‘For the next few | 
days this possibility will be real, if:

Germans Approaching Last Ditch. 


The Germans are thus ap roaching 
the last ditch, where they » stant | 
if they are to prevent an invasion of 
Germany at the point where they can 
least resist invasion, namely, along! 
the Belgian frontier west of Aix la/'! 
Chapelle. Such an invasion would meet 
next to no natural obstacle and mil- 
tary barrier in the way of fortresses 
until it reached the Rhine before 
Cologne. It would have an open road- 
way to the great industrial regions of 
the lower Rhine. In a word, the Bel- 
Sian frontier is the only fatally weak 
spot in Germany’s defensive armor, 
and if the Germans cannot rally at the 
Meuse and hold the barrier the present 
cainpaign will go forward through the 
winter and in all human probability 
Foch will be in on German soil and in 
Aix la Chapelle before Christmas. Sur-

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STATE FEDERATION 
MEETING POSTPONED 


Acti in her capacity as president 
of the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, and after consulting with the 
executive board of the organization. 
and the Georgia health department 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black has called of 
the annual meeting of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, which 
was to have been held in Columbus, 
Ga., the firat week of November. 

“T regret that circumstances make it 
advisable that we call off the meeting,” 
said Mrs. Black yesterday in making 
the announcement. “But after due con- 
sideration of the matter, a conference 
with the health authorities and a con- 
ference with the hostess organization 
of Columbus, Ga., I think that is the 
wisest course for us to take. 

“TI wish to state that, according to 
customs which govern such emergen- 
cies, the officers of the club will con- 
tinue to hold the offices they are now 
in until there will be called the annual 
convention, probably early in the spring 
or when conditions arising from the 
war crisis make it possible. 


Reports Called For. 


“But I earnestly desire to impress 
upon the club women of Georgia that 
the fact of having no convention far 
from limiting their responsibility at 
the present moment, increases it. The 
very incident compelling the post- 
ponement of the meeting is emphatic 
of the obligation we have upon us, to 
work with our public health authori- 
ties: to work more diligently than ever 
before in every department of our 
cluh work, for every department of 
that work is directly related to Geor- 
gia as part of the war program. 

“Therefore it is most important and 
imperative that club women send in 
their reports to me by the first of 
November, the reports which would 
have been made from every depart- 
ment of our federated work at the 
meeting. 

“Individual clubs must send to their 
district presidents their reports, s0 
that through the proper authority 
they reach me. 

“It is only in that way that the 
club women of the state will be able 
to preserve records of the continuity 
of their work, in this most important 
period of world history.” 

Mrs. Black stated that within a few 
days she would announce the club 
lans for the year, as they would have 
een présented at the annual conven- 
tion, and that work will begin the 
first of November with a program of 
vital interest and importance.

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ROME WOMAN'S CLUB 
HAS WIDE INFLUENCE 


The Rome Woman's club has received 
an interesting letter of thanks from a 
young Harvard student for valuable 
assistance rendered him in his studies, 
the incident illustrating the thorough- 
ness Of sanitary surveys made by the 
club some time ago, and showing the 
often unsuspected way in which the 
work of a woman's club may benefit 
others, 

Miss Mattie B. Sheibley, in 
Rome Tribune-Herald, tells the 
esting little story as follows: 

“Long before a big movement is re- 
corded the result of it is felt and the 
recountal of the good accomplished is 
as the echo of a pleasant voice. 

“When the Woman's club, during the 
summer of 1917, inaugruated the save- 
,}the-seventh baby campaign through 
the generous helpfulness of The Delin- 
eator and conducted the practical birth 
registration and health survey, Mra. R. 
M. Harbin, then president, invited Dr. 
Harbin’'s nephew to come over from 
Calhoun and take advantage of the val- 
uable examinations made by the labo- 
ratory expert from New York. The 
young man, who was just beginning 
the study of medicine, seized the oppor- 
tunity and in all haste. 

“An up-to-date little laboratory was 
equipped in the elub kitchenette and 
the student acted as aasistant to the 
health expert and followed the detailed 
investigation of insect-born diseases 
and tests of milk and water supplies 
carefully. 

“After the ten days’ exprience in 
Rome, Mr. Harbin returned home and 
through the Calhoun Woman's club 
conducted a sanitary survey of his 
home town along the same effective 
lines operated in Rome. In minute 
detail he recorded his scientific re- 
search and filed away the tabulated re- 
port, 

“In the junior year at the Harvard 
medical school in Boston, which he is 
attending, the student is required to 
make a sanitary survey in a specified 
time. When that time arrived young 
Harbin brought forth his carefully pre- 
pared report—-the only man in a@ class 
of several hundreds wno had had this 
valuable experience—and submitted it 
to the faculty, who examined it and 
commended it. 

“For that advanced knowledge the 
young man, in a letter to his mother, 
returns thanks again to the Rome club 
for presenting to him the opportunity 
of making this noteworthy progress.’

The We omen of the Nation | 
And the Liberty Loan. 


When on the afternoon of October 16, Mrs. William G. McAdoo sold 
Liberty Bonds on the streets of Washington, she represented that spirit of 
democracy which is going to prove the greatest influence for good which will 
be expressed in the work of the women in this Fourth Liberty Loan Drive. 
The work of American women for its thoroughness of organization, its accom- 
plishment along many lines during times of peace, and since the war began, 
has been distinguished, but their work has always lacked extension. 

It was intensive in spots, but the woman’s message, no matter what it 
might have been about, has never reached far enough. Organizations like 
individuals were beginning to be aristocracies, and their systems were be 
ginning to lead more into crystallization, rather than the broad and far- 
reaching activity which now is beginning to characterize the work of the 
nation in the war crisis. 

The great common cause has come which is going to draw all women 
together, for when Mrs. McAdoo, the secretary’s wife—the president’s daugh- 
ter—sold bonds on the street, she was not thinking of who she was, or even 
where she was. She was thinking of the great cause involved. She was 
thinking of the heart interest of those she loved, and she was working as 
truly for the cause as was that woman in Fulton county, Georgia, the other 
day who walked five miles in the pine forests to sell one Liberty Bond of $50. 
She was not thinking of distance, nor whether she would get the credit for 
it; she was just thinking of her country’s honor, and the mothers’ sons who 
were suffering and dying to save the country, its honor, and world freedom. 

As chairman of the National Woman’s Liberty Loan committee, Mrs. 
McAdoo in this Fourth Liberty Loan Drive, has represented 750,000 active 
volunteer women workers, while the woman in Fulton county who walked the 
five miles to sell the one $50 bond represented that countless number of 
patriotic women of the nation who are unrecorded in organization, unrecorded 
even in community progress, but who nevertheless represent a great un- 
mobilized power—a part of the bone and sinew of our nation—now coming 
to be recorded in its force and value. 

Our civilization could not have accomplished what it has without the 
organized element Mrs. McAdoo has represented in her part of the Liberty 
Loan war work, and yet her great and necessary part could not have carried 
without that part now being drawn into the whole of things, that represented 
by the less well-known woman. 

Therefore, the National Liberty Loan committee in its plan of organi- 
zation which was to form its own organization in every county, recognizing 
no one organization more than another, but merging all identities as far as 
possible, has nearer reached the democracy of organization than any previous 
movement in which the women of the nation have precipitated. 

In announcing that the women of Georgia on Friday, October 18, had re- | 
ported bond sales of $10,135,450, Mrs. Fitzpatrick, chairman of the Woman's 
Liberty Loan committee for Georgia, made the comment: “More than 
monetary success is promised in the final reports of the bonds, for we have 
reached more individuals than in any previous drive, and extended the work 
where heretofore there has been little patriotic appeal to any form of war | 
work. 

“We are more nearly reaching the democracy of organization in the 
Woman's Liberty Loan committee than at any time in the history of cea 6 
women’s work.” 

“The secret of the success of the Atlanta Woman’s campaign in its eight- 
day intensive campaign—over $4,000,000—was due directly to the co-operation | 
of the women workers, their gradual growth out of individual or organization | 
ambition, into a democratic spirit of work, illustrated by team work,” was 
the statement of Mrs. T. T. Stevens, of the Atlanta Woman's Liberty Loan | 
committee, as she neared the end of her campaign. 

When women will bring this spirit of working as a part of the whole 
in any movement where they are called upon to work as one organized force, 
they will have reached that degree of supreme usefulness, when no man will 
ask, “Why should women have this right or that,” but rather they will all 
think about women in all their demands, whether political or otherwise, what 
President Wilson expressed the other day when he said: 

“The services of women during this supreme crisis of the world’s history 
have been of the most signal usefulness and distinction. The war could not 
have been fought without them, or its sacrifices endured. It is high time that 
some part of our debt of gratitude to them should be acknowledged and paid, 
and the only acknowledgment they ask is their admission to the suffrage. 
Can we justly refuse it? 

“As for America, it is my earnest hope that the senate of the United 
States will give an unmistakable answer to this question by passing the 
suffrage amendment to our federal constitution before the end of this sesston.”

When 
the sun shines there is nothing to break 
its rays, and when it rains the mud is 
ankle deep. 

“The girls employed here have come 
direct from their devastated fields and 
villages, carrying in paper boxes what 
little clothing they have saved. They 
live twenty in a room, with curtains 
as the only partition. Their work is 
wearing, and they are very lonely, with 
memories beyond the comprehension of 
one who has never seen her country 
laid waste by Germans. 

“Because of these things they crave 
sympathy and often mistake for such 
advantages which are fundamentally 
undesirable. This is a difficult situa- 
tion with which to contend, particu- 
larly in a community where there are 
many Arabs, Chinese and other nation- 
alities. The girls are, however, a re- 
sponsive lot and welcome with pathetic 
eagerness the cheer and homelike com- 
fort of our foyers—or Y. W. C. A. huts. 
Poor little exiled waifs—sitting around 
reading, writing, playing the grapho- 
phone, sewing and messing around with 
a washtub and iron to the content of 
their hearts—which are not so differ- 
ent from feminine hearts the world 
over. But they are doing a aplendid 
work, with bravery that is amazing. 

“As for myself, I am just like people 
working in the munitions. I have the 
same furniture issued to me and get 
my meals from the same canteen. In 
this way I can become quite one of 
them, and we're going to have as 
happy and jolly a community as one 
could wish before long.”

One of the happlest chapters in the 
history of the War Camp Community 
Service since the war began has been 
the story of the work the Jewish wom- 
en have done both at home and at 
camp. 

A rotating committee consisting of 
fourteen ladies provide two hostesses 
at the Little White House every day, 
those to help the soldiers with their 
mending, their letter writing or with 
entertainment for them. 

In town at the Jewish FEduvational 
Alliance entertainment comni'ttees of 
women take charge of the Wednesday 
and Saturday dances for the soldiers; 
they invite the right girls. see that 
they are properly introduced and chap- 
erone their gatherings. 

This is just a skeleton of ths thor- 
ough and untiring work of the Jewish 
women. They credit their success to 
the harmony with which they have 
worked among themselves and with 
the men, and their desire to be of the 
utmost service. While their work is 
primartty for the welfare of the Jewish 
soldier, their hospitality and their help 
is extended alike to those of every 
fatth, and reports coming through the

Overseas 
Christmas Boxes. 


The United States war department 
has ge rag publication of facts per- 
taining to the sending of Christmas 
packages to soldiers overseas as fol- 
lows: 

Only one parcel will be accepted by the 
war department through the Red Cross for 
each soldier overseas. 

Each soldier will be provided with one 
Christmas parcel label. This label will be 
forwarded by him to the person in the 
United States from whom he wishes to re- 
ceive his Christmas package. Packages that 
do not bear this label will not be accepted 
by the Red Cross for delivery to the post- 
office authorities. Labels that are lost will 
not be duplicated. 

Christmas parcels must be placed in card- 
board boxes, 3x4x9 inches in size. These 
boxes will be provided to holders of labels 
by the American Red Cross. They may be 
obtained at Red Cross chapters or branches 
after November l. 

With each box will be given complete 
instructiona regarding the articles which 
may be sent, and a list of articles which 
are barred by the postal authorities. Study 
these instructions and avoid mistakes. No 
message or written material of any kind 
will be allowed to go in the boxes. When 
the boxes are packed, but unwrapped, they 
must not weigh more thang 2 pounds, 15 
ounces. If the parcel is overweight some 
article must be removed. 

Do not put perishable food, soft candy, 
liquids or anything in glass containers in 
the package if you wish it to reach its 
destination with the other contents un- 
spoiled. 

Do not mail the box yourself. When 
packed the box should be taken to the 
nearest collection station designated by the 
Red Cross unsealed, and unwrapped, ready 
for inspection. Red Cross representatives 
are authorized to remove objectionable arti- 
cles from parcels. Shippers will then affix 
sufficient postage on their parcels to carry 
them to Hoboken, N. J. arcel post zone 
rates will be charged. Tha parcels are to 
remain in custody of the Red Cross until 
Gelivered to the postal authorities 

No Christmas parcel will be ac ted by 
the Red Cross for shipment after Novem- 
ber 20.

Commissioner Claxton, head of our 
great educational system, has been in- 
vestigating the work of the Parent- 
Teacher organizations throughout the 
United States. He recently said: 

“The biggest thing in this nation, 
so far as I can see, is the fullest pos- 
sible development and use of the Par- 
ent-Teacher associations. 

“An association should be organized 
in every community in the United 
States. It is the keystone of vigorous, 
virtuous democracy.” 

The value of the Parent-Teacher as- 
sociation is no longer a question to 
teachers. Harmony and united purpose 
are its results. Parents and teachers 
are both educating the same children. 

It helps the children to have mutual, 
friendly understanding, sympathy and 
a common purpose. 

No teacher and no parent can do 
justice to the children without this co- 
operation. The greatest asset of our 
nation is the youth that is growing up, 
and the more carefully they are trained 
the better will be the moral tone and 
the industrial conditions of our state 
and nation. | 

Are we, as citizens of Georgia and 
the United States, meeting this respon- 
sibility? Are we fully alive to the 
problems that are before us? The pur- 
pose of the Congress of Mothers, work- 
ing jointly with the National Eguca- 
tional association, to bring parents and 
schools into closer relation through its 
Parent-Teacher associations is so im- 
portant and so essential to our social 
well-being at the present time that we 
cannot over-estimate it. The schools 
are suffering from lack of strong moral 
support in the homes. It is not enough 
to pay taxes to support the schools. 
The high standard of efficient effort 
of the school should be vigorously sup- 
ported by parents intelligent enough 
to see thelr value. 

The intelligent setting and operation 
of well-planned influences to bring 
about increasing co-operation between 
home and school is greatly to be de- 
sired, and no one organization can do 
the work alone. 

The combined effort of every club 
woman and every organization in the 
state is needed for this valuable service 
in organizing a Parent-Teacher club in 
every school in Georgia. Let us work 
together. Federated clJubs, school im- 
provement and Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciations, superintendents and principals 
of schools, everyone who is sufficiently 
interested, organize a Parent-Teacher 
club in Georgia. Let no rural school 
be overlooked, and every church should 
have its Parent-Teacher club. 

A little book on how to organize a 
Parent-Teacher association will be 
sent to anyone inclosing a 3-cent 
stamp. The necessity and need of this 
work is too great to stand alone. Let

The fellewing is an outline of the pro- 
cedure to be followed by persons planning 
to send one of these parcels abroad: 

On receiving one of these Christmas par- 
cel labels it should be presented at the 
nearest chapter, branch or auxiliary head- 
quarters of the Red Cross, where the holder 
will receive a carton. These labels are not 
expected to reach this country before Ne- 
vember 1, but by that time each Red Cross 
ranch will: have its allotment of boxes 
based on the number of soldiers in service 
overseas from that community. 


The Boxes. 


These boxes may be filled with any com- 
bination of articles, except those on the 
HMst barred by the postal officials. The 
articles prohibited are all _ intoxicating 
liquors, all inflammable material, including 
frictien matches and any composition iike- 
ly to ignite or explode (cigarette lighters 
come under this classification), liquids and 
fragile articles improperly packed. Under 
the postal regulations no note or message 
or written matter of any kind will be per- 
mitted to remain in the boxes. In addi- 
tion to the foregoing list of prohibited 
articles, relatives and friends of the sol- 
diers are urged to bear these facts in mind 
when preparing Christmas parcels: 

Do not put anything in the package which 
will not keep fresh until Christmas. 

Pack dried fruits and other food prod- 
ucts in small tin or woden boxes. 


Give preference to hard candy over 


chocolates, unless the latter are inclosed in | 
Soft chocolates are easily 


heavy wrappers. 
crushed and may spoil the other contents. 
Do not put articles packed in glass in 
the package. 
Gifte should be wrapped in khaki-colored 
handkerohiefs, twenty-seven inches square. 
When the package has been packed it 
should be taken, unwrapped and: unsealed, 
together with the label and _ sufficient 
stamps, to the nearest collection center des- 
ignated by the Red Cross. After the pack- 
age has passed the inspection of the Red 
Cross representatives, as to contents and 
weight, and been wrapped in stout paper, 
the Christmas label bearing the address of 
the man for whom it is intended is placed 
on it, The person sending the package, in 
the presence of the Red Cross worker, is 
required to affix stamps sufficient to carry 
it to Hoboken, N. J. The posta! charges are 
to be at the rate of fourth class or parcel 
ost zone rate. A label certifying that the 
nepection has been completed by the Red 
Cross is placed on the package which its

The school patrons of the fourth and 
ninth wards, composing one of the five 
school board districts of the city, have by a 
splendid process blazed the way whereby 
Atlanta may achieve as good, if not the best, 
school system to be found in America. 


During the last few weeks the patrons 
of each of the schools in this district held 
preliminary neighborhood and community 
meetings in their school houses and homes. 
At these meetings eath community elected 
ten delegates to hold a central meeting, 
covering both wards, to select a candidate 
for one of the five school board member- 
ships to be voted upon by the entire city 
next December. 

The interest in the movement was 50 
intense that, despite the hazard of influ- 
enza; despite the excitement incident to the 
winding up of the Liberty Loan campaign, 
and despite the many other unusual distrac- 
tions, such as the war situation, the South- 
eastern fair, etc., the delegates assembled 
in a remarkable meeting in the open air on 
the Highland Avenue school grounds Friday 
avening and performed in admirable manner 
the duty that had been put upon them.

It pointed the way and 
blazed the trail to the goal; and if the other 
school board districts will follow that course 
the result will be that when the process is 
completed this city will have a thoroughly 
representative and thoroughly democratic 
school system, and one that will be second 
to none, in point of efficiency, in the whole 
country. 

It shows what can be done, and what 
should be done.

THE OCEAN BRIDGE. 


At one time during the last week, ac- 
cording to the Associated Press, “eighteen 
big American steamships of 6,000 to 8,000 
tons each were unloading American army 
goods at the rate of 10,000 tons a day 
along the three miles of American docks” 
at a port on the southeastern coast of 
France. 

At that port alone the American working 
force on the water front and receiving plant 
includes 13,000 engineer troops, 7,000 steve- 
dores, 8,000 civilian laborers, 1,000 German 
prisoner laborers and 1,000 infantrymen, a 
total of 30,000 men “carrying on the Ameri- 
can activities at this one port,” says the 
correspondent, who declared that “the spec- 
tacle was a stirring scene of activity.” 

And how “stirring” it must have been 
to those German prisoners who were an in- 
voluntary part in the general bustle, and 
who, up to less than a year ago, had been 
repeatedly assured by their boastful war 
lords that America need not be feared in 
this war, because the Hun U-boats would 
prevent her transporting to France either 
men or supplies in sufficient quantity to 
make an effective impression on the war 
situation! 

Furthermore, this has reference to only 
one of several American. ports on the 
French coast, at each of which are the 
same scenes of activity, push, hustle and 
accomplishment; the whole representing 
the eastern approaches of the great bridge 
tnat we have constructed across the subma- 
rine-infested Atlantic during the last year. 


It is a bridge that represents ingenuity, 
determination, capacity and will that has 
not only agreeably surprised the whole 
civilized world—including our own country 
——but that has struck the enemy dumb with 
dismay and disappointment. 


And the perfection of this ocean bridge 
perhaps more than any other one thing has 
had the effect of shattering the German 
morale, discouraging the Hun armies and 
marine fighters and inspiring the recent 
bids for peace.

The terse com- 
mand ‘“Razechodis!” meaning “adjourn,” 
boomed through the highways of Vladivo- 
stok at all hours of. the day and night. 
And it was strictly heeded by the populace. 
When they were told to “razchodis” they 
diently went home. 

Crowds Enjoy Oratory. 

The Vliadivostok mobs seem to have been 
not unlike the old Roman holiday crowds. 
They liked to listen to the speeches and they 
always applauded the speaker who held the 
platform, no matter what he was advocating. 
An orator with energy and a loud voice could 
persuade them to do almost anything It 
was this volatile quality of the Vliadivosto- 
kians which made the city authorities posi- 
tively forbid open-air gatherings. Public as- 
semblages must meet only in a hall, and then 
not without special permission from the 
mayor. And the Czechoslovak military pa- 
trols enforced this order. occasion 
a patrol of four soldiers put to flight a mob 
of more than 400 persons. 

Apparently the townspeople do not re- 
sent being ordered about by the military 
police. Occasionally they grumble at not be- 
ing allowed to fight among themselves when 
they choose, but for the most part they 
passive and well-behaved. One citizen spoke 
admiringly to Private Spacek of the 
ciency of the Czechoslovak soldiers.

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TERMS OF PEACE HAVE 
NOTHING TO DO WITH 
ANY ARMISTICE GRANTED 


Foch and His Generals, and 
Not Wilson, Are the Ones 
to Say When Allied Armies 
Shall “Let Up” on Defeat- 
ed Enemy—Unconditional 
Surrender Is Necessary.

President Wilson’s response to the 
German notes has cleared the atmos- 
phere and placed squarely upon the 
shoulders of the German government 
the responsobility for the success or the 
failure of its effort to get an armistice. 
With the preliminary conditions out- 
lined in Mr. Wilson's two notes, the 
German has to comply if he desires to 
continue his application for an armi- 
stice. If he continues his application, 
then it will be the duty of the presi- 
dent to transmit any further application 
to the governments of our allies 
and, in concert with them, frame a re- 
sponse. What we shall next have, itn 
case the German is ready to surrender. 
is a formal request made of the presi- 
dent or made of the allied gvern- 
ments, collectively, for an armistice. 


Military Question. 


Let us be perfectly clear at the outset 
that the request for an armistice is a 
military matter, to be acted upon in 
the light of military judgment. Our 
armies are advancing from the Meuse 
to the sea; the German has been beaten 
in every engagement for four months, 
and his armies are being pounded to 
pieces. In this-situation he asks for a 
cessation of hostilities. The answer 
must be that there can be a cessation 
of hostilities only when he complies 
‘with the conditions which would result 
from a continuance o fthe struggle and 
therefore are within the right of the 
Victor to demand. 

In the present situation these condi- 
tions are obviously demobilization. 
evacuation of conquered allied territory 
and agreement to the occupation of gen- 
uinely German territory, not for pur- 
poses aggrandizement, but as a guar- 
antee of the later compliance of the 
‘7erman government with the decisions 
of the allied countries in the matter 
of peace terms.

But the president supplemented this 
demand for evacuation by a claim for 
reparation in the sense restoration 
so far as Belgium is conc irned. Here. 
too, no debate is conceivable, and there 
is revealed in the German press @ full 
recognition that Belgium must be in- 
demnified. But what of France? When 
the president spoke there had been no 
such recurrence of destruction and vio- 
lence as has now turned northern 
France into a cinder heap. Certainly 
there must be an indemnity for all a <> 
and the president's words indicate _ 
belief that wanton damage should De 
paid for. 


We may, 
beyond debate 


then, place at one side as 
the two principles - 
racuation of occupied territory an 
indemnification for wanton injury of 
all sorts, whether the territory be Bel- 
gian, Italian or French. We may ac- 
cept as fundamental facts in discussing 
peace the determination of Mr. Wilson, 
speaking for this country, to compel 
the Germans to make restitution of 
stolen territory and restoration in the 
case of property and wealth either 
stolen and removed from Germany or 
laid in ashes by German terribleness. 
But the application of this principle 
oes a little further and is expressed 
n the demand for the “righting of the 
wrong” done to France and the cession 
to Italy of her unredeemed provinces 
and cities. Now, I do not purpose in 
this place to discuss again the question 
of Alsace-Lorraine or that of Trieste 
and the Trentino. If Germany and 
Austria are not prepared to evacuate 
Metz and Strassburg, Trieste and Trent 
as a condition precedent to any armi- 
stice, then it is inconceivable that there 
should be any armistice. 
Germany Wants Debate. 


If Germany can precipitate a debate 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, on the one hand, and France 
and Italy, on the other, as to the neces- 
sity for a return to each of its own, 
then there is an end of the alliance 
against Germany; there is a reopening 
of the war, with every prospect of 
losing it; for neither France nor Italy 
will consent to an armistice in ad- 
vance of the resoration of what is 
rightfully theirs. It seems to me that 
all of us Americans should from the 
very outset of all peace discussions in- 
sist in our own minds and thought 
that three things are immediately nec- 
essary to demonstrate German good 
faith. First, the evacuation of terri- 
tory taken during the war. Second, 
the evacuation of certain other terri- 
tory, specifically Alsace-Lorraine and 
the Trieste and Trentino districts, 
which are quite as properly bases for 
an evacuation as Champagne and Ve- 
netia. Third, a pledge to restore rav- 
aged and ruined provinces and cities, 
this pledge to be accompanied by prop- 
er guarantees, of which the occupation 
of the west bank of the Rhine its the 
most essential. 

With this brief statement I shall 
dismiss the questions which involve 
France, Italy and Belgium.

~ CREDIT SYSTEM 
PUT ON TRIAL AT 
MERCHANTS’ MEET 


That was a fine meeting in the as- 
sembly room of the chamber of com- 
meree on Tuesday morning last, when 
& big crowd of merchants from various 
localities in this section got together 
to talk about the evils of the credit 
system in retail business and to make 
an effort to start a movement that 
will result in the retail merchant hav- 
img the cash in his drawer when his 
goods are sold. 

The credit system was put on trial 
and condemned utterly. There was no 
testimony for the defense. If any man 
Present preferred to sell his goods on 
credit rather than for cash, he kept 
the fact to himself. 

. K Orr, president of the Merchants* 
and Manufacturers’ association, presid- 
ed over the meeting in Mr. Orr’s own 
inimitable style and read a letter from 
Bernard Baruch, chairman of the War 
Industries board, showing deep inter- 
est in the matter under discussion, and 
expressing a wish to learn the views 
of the merchants of the south. 

The merchants present were much 
disappointed at Fuller Callaway’s in- 
ability to be present and address the 
meeting as he had intended. Mr. Cal- 
laway’s brother, Fly Callaway, ex- 
Plained that his brother's absence was 
caused by illness, and read a message 
addressed to the meeting by Fuller Cal- 
laway, which read, in part, as follows: 

I will not attempt a discussion of 
all the changes and _ ramifications 
brought about by the great world war. 
I will only refer to one vital change 
which it has made in us as a people. 
This is that we have been made a great 
deal more efficient. We have come to 
Know the sinfulness of waste of either 
time or materials. We have already 
thrown into the discard many anti- 
quated, cumbersome and wasteful 
methods which impeded our progress 
like barnacles on a ship. 

The very worst barnacle on the good 
ship of business has been our waste- 
ful credit system. Really, it is an 
anchronism—ox-cart methods in the 
credit department which have survived 
a shamefully long time after the com- 
ing of the railway, the telegraph, the 
telephone, the automobile and other 
modern agencies which have so great- 
ly speeded up all the other functions 
of production and distribution. 

Cut Out Waste. 

‘Why, of course, we have got to cut 
out these wastes of millions of dollars 
burted in books of account; of forcing 
sure-paying and prompt-paying  cus- 
tomers to carry the burden of the slow- 
payers and poor-payers. These static 
dollars must be made dynamic, mobile. 
With a war debt of thirty to forty bil- 
lion dollars to pay to ourselves as the 
price of liberty (and it would be cheap 
at any cost) we must make one dollar 
do the work of four. This means, gen- 
erally, the elimination of losses on bad 
debts, the shortening of credits, ana 
the more general use of trade accep. 
tances for the credits which are ex- 
tended.” 

A genuine experience meeting fol- 
lowed the reading of Mr. Callaway’s 
message, and the discussion was both 
instructive and entertaining. Some of 
the speakers were: H. E. Choate, treas- 
urer J. K. Orr Shoe company; W. L.

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Editor Submits a Few Views,

[If a man should go into a store and ask the proprietor to lend him from 
ten tO one hundred dollars in money, he would probably risk being turned 
over to the police for examination as to his sanity. 

Yet the same man does go into a store and “borrow” goods to an amount 
often exceeding many times the figures named, and complacently walk out 
feeling that he has done the merchant a favor by according him the privilege 
of writing the man’s name on the store’s books and hoping that some time 
in the future the goods will be paid for. 

And the merchant is expected to be pleased with the opportunity of de- 
livering his goods without payment or security, and without any under- 
standing that payment will be made at a definite time. 

A mere statement of the condition makes its absurdity apparent, and 
only the hoary antiquity of the practice causes it to be tolerated in this pro- 


gressive age. 


Our fathers did it, and their fathers before them, and the large annual 
crop of bad debts and resulting failures, with its tremendous drag on the 
wheels of commerce, has apparently had little effect toward a reformation of 


the system. 


No man’s credit is as good as his cash, and when goods are sold, ‘the 
seller should either have the money in his drawer or have some definite time 


fixed for payment. 


And this is why some of the far-seeing, progressive business men of the 
south are seeking to bring about the adoption of the cash system by retail 
merchants, and is the principal reason for that gathering of earnest, thought- 
ful men of Atlanta and other cities and towns of this section in the assembly 
room of the chamber of commerce on Tuesday morning last. 

The jobber, no matter how high his commercial standing may be, is hav- 
ing his credit shortened almost to the vanishing point by the manufacturer; 
and, unless he is prepared to greatly increase his investment, the jobber can- 


not avoid shortening his credit to the retailer in like manner. 


For the re- 


tailer there is nothing left to do but to either sell for cash—which is the 
logical and proper thing to do—or, at least, restrict the credit privilege to 
those known to be financially worthy of it, and have a definite time fixed 


for payment. 


The situation calls for the exercise of some grit and considerable diplo- 
macy on the part of the retailer, with the possibility that a few of the slow 
payers, through failure to appreciate the position in which the retailer is 
placed, may take offense, but such customers usually return after they have 


had time to think it over. 


In any event, the long and indefinite book account seems doomed, and 
no good merchant will regret its passing. 


at this critical juncture require that we 
utilize to the utmost of their efficiency all 
means and measures calculated to con- 
tribute either to the winning of the war or 
the establishment of a sound economic basis 
following the conclusion of a_ victorious 
peace; and, 

‘Whereas, the recent action of the war 
industries board, urging manufacturers and 
wholesale distributors to reduce their terms 
to more nearly a cash basis, has resulted 
in a general shortening of terms to the re- 
tailer, compelling the latter either to re- 
duce his volume or increase the working 
efficiency of his capital; and 

‘Whereas, we can read in the signs of 
the times a new and distinctive period of 
development that our nation has entered 
upon, a period marking the line of departure 
from many of the traditional, not to say 
cherished, trade customs with which we 
have been afflicted and which have stood 
in the way of our progress—particularly in 
the south—not the least of which has been 
an outworn and obsolete credit system, 
which ties up and renders rigid and inef- 
fective half the invested capital of the 
average retailer, accounts for fully one- 
third of his cost of doing business and is 
to be charged with a majority of the fail- 
ures among such merchants. 

“Be it resolved by the convention of 
Southern. Retail Merchants, assembled in 
Atlanta on this, the 15th day of October, 
1918, that after full and careful delibera- 
tion and upon the weight of evidence to bd 
found in the splendid message brought us 
by such leaders of progressive thought as 
the Hon. Fuller E. Callaway and others, we 
record as our considered and deliberate 
judgement, 

“First, That the evils of the credit sys- 
tem as they exist tn the retail trade are 
more pronounced in our section of the 
country than any other; that they are due 
to a mistaken deference to time-honored 
custom. / rete An to any peculiar or in- 
herent écorno » condition, and that they 
are allowed to continue either through an 
overweaning complaisance or a lack of 
sufficient moral courage to adopt proper 


| methods on the past of the retail mer- 


chants themselves. 
Cash Basis Necessary. 
“Second, That never in the history of 


our section, when the average of individual 
prosperity is exceptionally high, did condi- 
tion so lend themselves to the transition 
from a credit basis to a cash or a near cash 
basis. 

“Third, That we regard such reform as 
vital and necessary, not only as a war meas- 
ure, conducing to the end of a victorious 
peace, but as one which will make for the 
general health, progress and stability of 
business and the economic and social well- 
being of the average individual, who will 
profit by the economies thus brought about 
and by the care he will exercise in his ex- 
penditures when he its confronted with the 
necessity of an immediate or early and defi- 
nite time of payment. 

“Fourth. We urge upon the retall mer- 
chants of our section their most earnest 
consideration of the views set forth in these 
resolutions and recommend the adoption, 
not only as a war and reconstruction meas- 
ure, but as one in keeping with the progress 
of the times, of a cash basis or, where that 
is not possible, the elimination of long 
or indefinite terms effective not later than 
January 1, 1919.’ 

Each merchant present was request- 
ed to bring the matter before his lo- 
cal chamber of commerce and secure 
its co-operation in bringing about the 
adoption of a cash basis by retailers to 
the fullest extent possible, and the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce was 
requested to take the matter up with 
a trade organizations in this sec- 
tion. 

The speakers were, apparently, unan- 
fmous in their belief that there will 
probably never be a better time than 
now to bring about the much-needed 
reform, since money is more plentiful 
than it has ever been before, and prac- 
tically everyone ts in position to pay 
cash for what he needs.

DEMAND FOR DRUGS 


The influenza situation has brought 
about a very heavy demand for certain 
drugs which are ordinarily not carried 
in Jarge volume by either wholesalers 
or retailers, with the result that stocks 
in some cases have been practically ex- 
hausted, and shipments from manufac- 
turers must be obtained before further 
supplies can be furnished. 

Speaking on this subject Thursday of 
the past week, Lynn Fort, manager of 
Lamar & Rankin Drug company, stated 
that local supplies of influenza serum 
and atomizers had been much depleted, 
and that to meet the situation his firm 
was obtaining new supplies by express 
from manufacturers. In the meantime, 
Mr. Fort stated, there might be slight 
delay in filling some orders for these 
things, but this would only be tem- 
porary. 

The same condition is true, said Mr. 
Fort, of codeine, aspirin and one or two 
other drugs extensively used in the 
treatment of Spanish influenza, but 
this would be quickly adjusted and, 
probably by the time this item is read, 
there will be ample supplies to meet 
all requiremetns.

Dear Traveler: Allow me to reply 
to your favor of October 14.

You are aware of the fact tha® the 
Siver of a tip is in the eyes of the 
law as guilty of breaking the law as 
the person who receives the tip, wheth- 
er he be a negro or what not. 

The person who carries a pistol con- 
cealed is not only a coward, but is a 
criminal in the eyes oY the law, and 
though he be not caught or prosecuted 
the fact remains that he is a criminal 
even though he is not prosecuted.

Our Greatest Peril. 


Our greatest peril now lies in think- 
ing of the war as over or accepting 
the words of the German when these 
words are not translated into corre- 
sponding deeds. The German is talk- 
ing peace in acceptable words, but he 
is spreading ruin and waste over the 
richest and fairest fields of Europe. 
Would he continue to do this if he ex- 
pected to make peace presently on 
terms which would compel him to in- 
demnify his victims for his current 
crimes? Would he burn Cambrai on 
Monday !f he expected on Saturday to 
make peace with the guaranteed in- 
demnification of the people of Cam- 
brai? At least it does not seem likely. 

We have come to the most critical 
moment in more than four years of 
struggle. We have won the war, we 
have beaten the German, but we have 
not yet reached the point where we can 
safely accept his verbal 
that he desires to make peace on our 
terms. Short of the acceptance by 
the German of the fact of defeat, 
short of his consent to the expression 
in practical terms of our victory, we 
cannot safely or wisely consent to an 
armistice or permit ourselves to be- 
lieve our labors are at and end. 

We cannot forget that the German 
attacked the civilized world four years 
ago and in defiance of all his written 
and spoken pledges. We cannot for- 
get that for four years he has con- 
tinued to disregard all pledges until 
the moment when his armies were 
beaten and all chance of a victor’s 
peace escaped him. We must act with 
this knowledge in mind: we must de- 
mand immediate guarantees which will 
prevent a resumption of the contest 
under conditions favorable to Germany 
next spring. Above all else, we must 
in our armistice translate our victory 
in positive terms.

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HEN American soldiers broke across the famons St. Mihiel salient their 

advance occasioned a particular thrill not only because of its rapidity, 

not only because of its stupendous confidence, but because so many 
groups of the soldiers were singing. The hardest headed master of war realizes 
that a singing soldier is a formidable proposition. Maj.-Gen. Wood had this fact 
in mind when he said that it is as important that a soldier should know how to 
sing as that he should know hpw to use his rifle. And so the training camps ring 
with song. A “good sing” cheers and energizes. Singing, according to the drill 
sergeants, actually gives “springiness” to the physical actions of men and height- 
ens their mental exactness and readiness. Singing, in fact, not only raises.the 
spirits of men but really puts snap into the war game they play. 

As every sailor knows, a song helps men who tug at a hawser, and the 
navy has been just as alert as the army to develop the singing habit. Choirs and 
choruses have been organized on all the ships of the navy. Song has become a 
vital and indispensable part of the war’s activities. 

On the other side, in barracks, in the field,’ in the trenches, songs rise. 
Music is a safety valve, an arousing influence. It answers a hunger of the man 
who is a long way from home. It may make hith weep a bit at some moments—- 
you would be sorry for him if a fine bit of sentiment didn’t touch him—but song 
goes with courage and smiles and confidence and patience. 

Fine songs are born in the camps and inithe trenches. Many of them will 
live to know fame after the war is Over. 

At this hour, when music is proving its power as well as its charm, much 
interest attaches ta two works of art produced by the distinguished Swedish 
painter, Emil Kryne, which are printed on this page. In the picture at the top 
Kryne depicts an allegory surmounted by the exultant figure of Apollo. Flowers, 
light, joy are blended with the impression of melody and rhythm. In the lower 
picture is an especially beautiful painting of St. Cecilia, seated at an archaic 
organ, surrounded by singing girls and children. Kryne displays a reverent and 
ardently appreciative attitude toward the sister art that is now so precious a 
a benediction to the troubled world.

It has al- 
ways been difficult to give effectual 
help to Russia, which at the beginning 
of the war, as now, stood in desperate 
need of it, but none of the British 
medical women who risked their 
health and their lives in fighting 
typhus, smallpox, scarlet fever and 
dysentery among the peasants and 
refugees of central Russia in the sec- 
ond and third years of the war regrets

In the autumn of 19165 terrible stories 
reached England of the sufferings of 
the refiigees who fled before the ad- 
vancing Germans in Galicia and Po- 
land. .The fugitives’ were very ‘old 
men, women and children; some trav- 
eled by train, packed in open cattle 
trucks, where there was only stand- 
ing room, traveling for days and mak- 
ing only a few miles’ progress, held 
up for days and nights in sidings to 
let troop trains pass, stopped at way- 
side stations to take out those -.who 
had died; almost without food, sepa- 
rated from friends and families, with- 
out past or future or possessions. 

These were the fortunate. The oth- 
ers tramped for hundreds of miles 
thrqugh desolate country, camping in 
woods or by the roadsides at night, 
the women leading children by the 
hand, or carrying new-born infants in 
their arms. Those who reached cen- 
tral Russia were received with kind- 
ness and hospitality by the authori- 
ties and by their fellow-countrymen. 
But they were worn by terror and ex- 
posure and carried in them the seeds 
of disease which life in huge “‘baraks” 
sometimes ill-ventilated and ill-lighted,

ed England the National Union of 
Women’s Suffrage societies collected 
money and fitted out a maternity hos- 
pital unit destined to bring help to a 
few at least of the refugee women 
whose long martyrdom of flight had 
been-made more terrible by anxiety 
as to the fate of a child to be born 
homeless and destitute. The unit first 
established a maternity hospital in 
Petrograd, and when the work there 
of medical women and trained nurses 


had made its reputation for efficiency 


and gentleness, they responded to the 
appeal of the Zemstvos in the govern- 
ment. of Kazan to staff some of their 
hospitals and to do out-patient work 
in this remote and backward district.

HELP. 

The work of the Millicent Fawcett 
units is not unknown in the Statés. 
Mrs. Alys Russell’s story of what it 
accomplished and of the much larger 
plans which were blighted by the un- 
rest accompanying the Russian revo- 
lution, brought much financial sup- 
port from America to this enterprise, 
which appealed especially to Ameri- 
can to this enterprise, which appealed 
especially to American suffragjsts on 
account of its connection with Mrs. 
Henry Fawcett, leader of the constitu- 
tiona] suffragists, who has this year 
seen her almost half-century of effort 
crowned with success. 

Ruth Holden, an M. A. of Harvard, 
who was holding a post-graduate schol- 
arship at Newnham, Cambridge, when 
the war broke, out, volunteered for 
service with the unit, giving, as the 
obituary notice in the college records 
states, “her help ‘to the allies while 
her country was still a neutral,” and 
giving with it her life, full of promise 
as an original worker in science. All 
these circumstances give American 
women not merely an interest, but a 
share in,this mission of British medi- 
cal women to Russia, which began 
with a maternity hogpital and finished

The Petrograd hospital did very 
good work under considerable difficul- 
ties.

There is little question that 
he came to Van with definite instruc- 
tions to exterminate all Armenians in 
this province, but, for the first few 
months, conditions did not facilitate 
such operations. Djevdet himself was 
absent fighting the Russians in the 
Caucasus and the near approach of 
the enemy made it a wise policy for 
the Turks to refrain from maltreat- 
ing the Armenians of Van. But early 
in the spring the Russians temporarily 
retreated. It is generally recognized 
as good military tactics for a victo- 
rious army to follow up the retreat- 
ing enemy. In the eyes of the Turk- 
ish generals, however, the withdrawal 
of the Russians was a happy turn of 
war mainly because it deprived the 
Armenians of their protectors and left 
them at the mercies of the Turkish 
army. . Instead of following the re- 
treating foe, therefore, the Turks’ 
army turned aside and invaded their 
own territory of Van. Instead of fight- 
ing the trained Russian army of men, 
they turned their rifles, machine guns 
and other weapons upon the Arme- 
nian women, children and old men in 
the villages of Van. Following their 
usual custom, they distributed the 
most beautiful Armenian women 
among the Moslems, sacked and 
burned the Armenian villages, and 
massacred uninterruptedly for days.

If the name of Pittsburg, Walter 
R. Flannery’s home, typifies steel 
and wealth to the reader, the as- 
sumption is accurate in this instance. 
But there is no taint of the “idle 
rich” about this hero. Ever since he 
graduated from Georgetown he has 
worked in his father’s works and of- 


or in the experimental department 


rides himself on being one of Henry 
‘ord’s boys. ' 

When he determined to go to war, 
his friends all argued against it. 
They urged him to let the unmarried 
men take up the fight, and said they 
could get him a nice job in the army 
—one of the “swivel chair” jobs in 
Washington. When he went up for 
examination, the board told him he 
was a steel expert and therefore in- 
dispensable at home, but Flannery 
had his counter arguments pat. 

“There are thousands of fellows in 
America who can do that sort of 
work,” he snapped: “Besides, the 
place for a fighting Irishman in this 
war is at the front.” 

So after a bit he got his first lieu- 
tenant’s commission and the day he 
left Pittsburg for France it wag with 
a heavy heart, for he had just be 
come a father. His baby daughter, 
Harriet, was exactly four days old. 
That was in April last. In May he 
was at the front. In June he showed 
his mettle in open warfare. 

The giant offensive of the Boche 
swept into Chateau Thierry on May 
31, and the sector from that town 
eastward was held by the American 
division of which Flannery command- 
ed a company. On the first day of 
June, the Germans, by a vast con- 
centration of guns, attacked the 
American positions, effectively wip- 
ing out every depot, every kitchen, 
every water tank, killing the horses, 
putting many guns out of action, and 
causing numerous casualties among 
the men who were sheltering in dug- 
outs hastily improvised. Gas drench- 
ed the back areas. The rain of 
heavy projectiles lasted nine hours 
without a minute’s interval, and the 
Germans were certain that all re- 
sistance had been destroyed. 


AMERICANS WOULD 
NOT YIELD. | 

But the Americans, without food 
or water, without adequate artillery 
protection, with their ranks deplet- 
ed, would not yield an inch this side 
of the Marne. Then came the news 
that the Germans were crossing. 
Only the infantry on the south bank 
could have the day. 

Flannery’s line was at Fossoy—a 
vital point. When the report of the 
crossing came he surveyed his posi- 


hold. He lacked both men and ma- 
chine guns. There was only ope 
thing he could do, and he did it 
promptly. He tore to the supply 
lines, and there called out the engi-|

neers, the cooks who had nothing to 
cook, the orderlies, the trench mor- 
tar units and the odds and ends of 
any and all combatant outfits he 
could find. He himself took up a 
rifle and led the way. From a field 
hospital he managed to collect forty 
wounded men. Of the 120 men 
therein, Several more volunteered, 
but the doctors would not let them 
go, because their wounds were too 
serious. The forty that went helped 
hold the line with the engineers and 
the cooks and the drderlies that 
Flannery had rounded up to supple- 
ment his company. : 

And the Germans didn’t cross. 

For several weeks the Boches re 
mained on the north bank, firing con- 
tinually at any man or anything that 
moved on the south bank. It was 
on the morning of June 3 that a 
man crawled to the German side and 
called and made motions *to the 
American side. His reply was a 
fusillade from the American bank. 
The man disappeared in the woods, 
and the Americans waited for him 
to reappear. He did, and again they. 
fired on him. They were wary of 
Hunnish traps of this kind. 


When the man on the German side 
showed himself for the third time 
there happened to be a French offi- 
cer with the Americans, and he be- 
lieved he heard shouts in French. 
He went to the edge of the river and 
assured himself that the man oppo- 
site was speaking French. The tale 
shouted across the stream sounded 
plausible, and Lieutenant Flannery 
thereupon made a “date” for 10 
o’clock tht night. 


GERMAN TRAP 


WAS SUSPECTED. 


Still suspecting a trap, the Yankee 
officer placed a knife in his teeth, 
and, after having stripped and tied 
a rope around himself, he slid noise- 
lessly into the river and swam for 
the appointed spot. That swim was 
the most exhausted in Flannery’s ex- 
perience, for he had not reckoned 
with a treacherous current below 
the bend of the.river. He was 
obliged to hold on to the rope which 
his men were playing from a thicket, 
and when he got to the German bank 
he was 75 yards from the rendezvous 
without his weapon, and so fagged 
that he could hardly crawl. 

For half an hour, white and naked, 
he searched the hostile bank, but 
could not find the Frenchman. Sud- 
denly~a dark figure rose before him, 
looking for all the world like a Hun, 
and Flannery thought he was finish- 
ed. But the man was really a wound- 
ed poilu who had been captured five 
days before, and in spite of two bul- 
lets in his body and leg, he had 
crawled every night toward the 
Marne. To swim it he had not dared, 


for he had eaten almost nothing for 
five days. 

Finally Flannery got a rope around 
the Frenchman and himself, got a 
grip on the poilu, and dragged him 
into the Marne. They made a ter- 
rific splash, and as the Americans 
began pulling from the opposite 


shore the Boche snipers opened fire. | 


“Two years later,” says Flannery, 
“we landed on the American side.” 

It was for this deed of splendid 
heroism that the French decorated 
Flannery with the Croix de Guerre 
and the bronze palm. The accompa- 
nying ceremony was impressive— 
and intensely embarrassing to the 
American, who couldn’t understand 
why such a fuss was made about a 
thing that, as he said, “anyone in my 
place would have done.” 

And, in mid-July Genera] Pershing 
awarded Flannery the Distinguished 
Service Cross. 

On July 18 the Franco-American 
counter offensive from south of Sois- 
sons to Rheims forced the German 
retreat from the Marne. Before his 
men crossed the river Lieutenant 
Flannery rowed across in a_ boat, 
made sure of safe landing, then led 
his men across, the first of this 
American unit to begin the pursuit 
of the enemy. Heavy fighting fol- 
lowed at Mont St. Pere, Jaulgonne 
and Le Charmel Chateau, the latter 
a nest of eighteen German machine 
guns. In August the Germans re- 
treated across the Vesle. Soon after- 
ward Flannery took and passed his 
physical examination for a captaincy, 
the rank he holds at present. The 
last time he crossed the Marne it 
was in an automobile. He crossed 
this time for the purpose of going 
over the battle field with me, foot by 
foot both literally and figuratively; 
but this time the Germans were at 
least 25 kilometers further to the 
north and Flannery was in a very 
joyful mood. 

At Fossoy we were in his. sector, 
and he had many inspiring tales to 
tell; how his runners braved death 
every hour of the battle, how Ser- 
geant Seagraves foughf three Ger- 
man machine gunners with rifle and 
bayonet, and finally strangled the 
third; how Sergeant Henry Otto was 
buried by a shell up to his neck, but 
dug himself out and went back into 
the fight; how the engineers built a 
bridge under bombardment, and how 
his company crossed under shell fire 
and aeroplane attack. 

That night after a Spartan dinner 
Flannery showed me his pictures of 
his wife and baby. He has one of 
the small Harriet for almost every 
week since April and expects an- 
other in every letter from home. 

“They say I promised the baby a 
medal when I left Pittsburg,” said 
Flannery, “but that’s only a. yarn. 
But now I sure have got on®t for her, 
and one for the wife, too, and the 
palm for mother.” 

HUNS MAKE WAR 
ON WOUNDED. 

With the American Army on the 

Vesle, September 19.—“It’s a Boche 
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{—I can tell by the sound of the en- 
gine,” said the first ambulance 
driver. ea. 

“The devil you can-——it’s an ally or 
he wouldn’t be here. There's noth- 
ing but the hospital,’’ said the sec- 
ond drjver. 

“But he’s coming this way just the 
same—look, he’s getting closer.” 


The second remained skeptical. 

Traveling at seventy miles an 
hour, it did not take long for the 
speck in the sky to pass from a dron- 
ing bee to a whirring bird and from 
a whirring bird to a roaring aero 
plane overhead, and— 

The first bomb fell. * 

Then they knew it was a German. 
The doctors and nurses were at their 
posts. In the hglf wrecked building 
which was the main part of the hos- 
pital, there was a cellar, and all who 
were able, the attendants and the 
slightly wounded as well, carried the 
stretchers into the shelter. They 
had done so -before many a night 
when they half-heartedly excused tne 
Germans as being lost and bombing 
the hospital by mistake. Now it was 
broad August afternoon sunlight, and 
the enemy knew his objective. 

Out in the tents in the two-acre 
field nearby there was no shelter. 
Well and wounded had to bear it 
helplessly. 

In one tent there was ‘a. shell- 
shocked American boy. He had 
come from Detroit to do his bit at 
Sergy, that little bloody village 
which has changed possession five 
times, resting finally in ours, and 
now in those of its former French 
peasant owners. This lad had been 
wounded in the town. He remained 
behind in the counter attacks, and 
unable to move, lay in a hole while 
American and German barrages 
thundered around him. When the 
stretcher boys found him the next 
lay they thought him dead, but he 
was strongly built and he lived 
through it. So they took. him to a 
field hospital, finally to this hospital 
at T—-—— and tomorrow he was to go 
somewhere south of Paris, where 
‘there would be no shell fire and only 
the thunders of heaven to awaken 
him at night with the imitation of 
man’s war. 

The first bomb fell. 

“Oh, my God, my good God,” he 
cried, and his whole body trembled 
more violently than ever. 

And more bombs fell, some close 
by, some at a distance, and he cried 
aloud again and shook in his cot, for 
he was living over again the twelve 
hours’ hell in the hole in Sergy and 
bis body and soul were in pain. 

The murderer in the aeroplane 
dropped ali his bombs, and he mur- 
dered two of our wounded men. 
Then there was silence. 

Where the bombs had hit the doc- 
tors. and the nurses and the ambu- 
lance boys were caring for the dou- 
bly wounded. In the other parts of 
the hospital no one ventured out for 
a minute, 


one of them, Lieutenant E. W. Ro- 
denheiser, a Philadelphian, and grad- 
uate of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, went out the door. He looked 
up and saw the German. The avia- 
tor was circling low, so low that the 
death crosses were visible on his 
wings, and coming still lower. 
Lieutengnt Rodenheiser watched 


him, wondering. The German dip

as he bent over his cockpit and

It was a hand grenade. 

The doctor dodged into the door- 
way. There was an explosion near 
the spot where he had stood, and 
part of the wall of the hospital crash- 
e@ in the mingled noise and dust. 
No one was hit, but there were again 
cries in the hospital. 

ONLY ONE 
OF MANY. 

This is but one of the corroborated 
instances of the new German atroci- 
ties. Almost every regiment has its 
story of German cruelty, maltreat- 
ment and crimes, and our men who 
escape after being prisoners on the 
field each have a barbarous story,

respected. In fact, the place was 
found unharmed when we entered, 
and we, naturally relying on the Ger- 
mans returning the favor and for 
once obeying the rule of The Hague, 
promptly made it our station, adding 
our Red Crgss banners to those the 
Germans had abandoned. 

Major Edward M. Allen, former 
burgess of Corapolis, Pa. under 
whose supervision this station was 
operated, told me that three days 
after the Germans were driven out 
they directed a salvo of heavy shells 
on this hospital, and the upper build- 
ing and the cellar. underneath were 
destroyed, American doctors and sol- 
diers perishing in the ruin. 

Major Allen himself has been in a 
dressing station which the Germans 
shelled. They tore the roof off, but 
fortunately killed no one. This offi- 
cer also has had his ambulances at- 
tacked by aeroplanes. He told me 
the following case, which he consid- 
ers one of the finest instances of 
bravery at the front.

and soon outdistanced the ambu- 
lances, turned back until he was over 
the Red Cross, which was distinctly 
painted on it, and opened his ma- 
chine gun On it. 

The drivers and stretcher-bearers 
stopped and ran for shelter, but the 
aviator, comjng down to no more 
than 60 feet from the ground, chased 
each one. Most of them: got away, 
but two boys were killed and two 
injured either by bullets or pieces of 
grenades, and it was only when the 
German saw that all were casualties 
on the ground that he-flew elsewhere 
to attack a legitimate target. 

The first crime against a hospital 
operated by Americans was commit- 
ted several months ago on the Toul 
sector, and Captain Frederick L. Mil- 
ler, of Providence, R. I., chief of the 
—the ambulance company, testifies 
to it in an official report. He also 
has as souvenir the Red Cross flag 
which flew on his hospital shot 
through with bullet holes. 

In this case the German used his 
machine gun on the tents which were 
centered, as is the custom and pre- 
caution, against a huge red cross out- 
lined in tile or other materials on the 
ground. These crosses are usually a 
hundred or more feet in length and 
breadth and ‘are vtsible thousands of 
feet in the air. - 

' The Germans. not only knowingly 
attacked a hospital, but he shot de 
liberately at the flag, and did not 
stop shooting until he had knocked 
it from its staff on the cloth roof of 
the hospital. 

In Fismes, before the Americans 
captured the town, the Germans had 
a dressing station which our artillery 


first wave of the attack on July 18, 
in the counter offensive south of 
Soissons. Shot in the right leg the 
first day, he did not go back, but 
stayed on with the men, doing med- 
ical work, and on the second day he 
was hit in the left leg. He came 
back July 20, in the afternoon, lean- 
ing on the arms of two stretcher 
bearers, but joking and happy, for he 
was only slightly wounded and he 
had had the great experience of his 
life. 

That is one sort of heroism of our 
medical service. Captain O. H. Dud- 
ley, of Saxonville, Mass., who stuck 
| to his post at the Seicheprey affair, 
;and Major Thompson Baird, of 
| Wilkesbarre, Pa., both before men- 
tioned in other relations, represent 
another sort. The former had a dug- 
out, at the mouth of which men were 
killed and which itself was struck 
repeatedly. The latter, at Chezy-en- 
Orzois, worked without rest or sleep 
or food or water for almost three 
days during the offensive, until ade- 
quate relief came up. 

Nor are these instances selected. 
They -are from the note book of 
chance encounters with ceatain divi- 
sions. ‘Every one who is at the front 
has his own series, and all join in 
the praise of khaki-clad non-combat- 
ants who wear the caduceus on the 
collars. They may not fight with 
guns, but they fight with their own 
weapons as bravely, and they fight 
for the lives of the wounded. 

And they mugt not fight back when 
the murdering German aviator 
comes.
